The D/NRO proposal to update the 1965 NRO agreement is 


timely, but there are some portions of the draft which 
Should be clarified and made more specific. :

It may well be that what we Ought to do is bring the 


1965 agreement up to date, but retain the organization and 
rather crisp wording of the 1965 document. 
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I do not see any particular urgency for action, however, 
which is why I prefer to wait until the PFIAB has completed 
its study of the National Reconnaissance Program, which I 
understand has been under way for several months and is 
expected to be completed in January. . 


Once we have been able to review the PFIAB recommenda-— 


tions, I will then be prepared to comment specifically on 
the NRO draft. 


The NRP is working well, in my view, and I do not 
foresee any real problems in reaching a new agreement which 
the Secretary of Defense and I can Sign. 
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
